vidual. He might commit acts in his capacity of’

public good, that would be dangetous, and perhaps 
injurious in a privaté Ration. If for every bold and 
enterprifing action that may be deemed to tread on 
the outlines jof orders, the Commander is brought 
to the'bar of this Houfe, and accufed as a great 
offender, and even his head brought into danger, 
he feared the confeqaence would be highly injuri- 
ous to the fervice, and detrimental to the couatry.

He 
hoped the noble Lord’s motion would be cacried by 
a great majority; and would effedtually put an end 
to this difgraceful profecution.

The Lord Advocate faid, Ke

declared before God he could’not agree to the im- 
peachment of Mr Haftings; for this would be to 
go dire&ly contrary to his confcience. The prefent 
quettion, he obferved, was’ not, What punifhment 
fhould be infliéted on Mr Haftings ; but, Whether 
he had been guilty of any crime; whether the 
charges brought againft him were well founded, or 
not. ‘The Eloufe of Commons, in a fubjeé of this 
nature, were to be regarded: in the light of a Grand 
Jury, and ought'to proceed with the fame caution 
and referve. 

He firft: took a ‘general view of the bufinefs, in 
which he obferved, that nothing thould indace him 
to vote for the impeachment, but a conviction of: 
the criminality ; and on the contrary, nothing fhould 
induce -himi to vote againft the impeachment but the 
fame convittion of the innocence of Mr Haftings 
‘With regard to the view he had taken of the fubject, 
he muft fay, that he confidered Mr Hattings as ea- 
tirely innocent of the guilt imputed to him-in the 
charges exhibited. Iu fupport of his opinion, and 
the vote he meant to give, he obferved, that in all 
criminal enquiries there were feveral diftiné& matvers 
to afcertain—The firlt was, whether a crime had 
been committed? the next was, by whom, and 
what been the caufe and circumftances ? With re- 
gatd to the firft, he'did not mean to difpute the 
facts. Bat with refpe& to the perfonality of the 
crime, he'did not conceive Mr Haflings as the only 
and immediate object. He obferved, that to prove 
Mr Hattings was the culprit, fuppofing the facts 
were criminal, it would be neceflary to demonttrate, 
that he had alone the authority to have been their 
origin. In anfwer to this, he recurred to the fitua-

fhewed, that Mr Barwell was equally concerned, as 
one of the Chiefs in the Governmeat of Bengal. 
He afkedy\if Mr Haltings:had been guilty of any 
thing atrocious or impeachable, why was not Mr 
Barwell equally made a fubje&t of crimination ? There 
was likewife a period of fix months, in which time 
fome of the charges exhibited were fuppofed to 
have happened, and in this time a coalition had 
happened between an Hon Gentleman (Mr Fran- 
cis)'.and Mr Haftings.. Whence happened it, 
therefore, thatthe Hoa. Gentleman fhould have 
coalefced with Mr Hattings, when he found his 
actions fo atrocious, fo dettructive, oppreflive, and 
Criminal as he had fiace endeavoured to prove’ them 
to be? This certainly proved that ‘others, if there 
was any criminality in thefe proceedings, were e- 
qually concerned, and that the guilt did not centre 
entirely with Mr Hattings. 

He then obferved, with refpeit to guilt, there 
were two parts neceflary to conititate a criminal ac- 
tion, which could oot be provediin the charges ¢x- 
hibited againft the Governor General. The one 
was to prove the fact, the other to prove the mo- 
tive; for, however che fast might be afcertained, it 
was neceffary to afcertain the motive or intention to 
conftitute the guilt. As to the crimes alledged a- 
gaint Mr Hastings, admitting the fats, there was 
no evidence to prove the motives were either cor- 
rupt, avaricious, or treaciicrous. Suppofing he had 
received from Cheyt Sing thirty lacks: of rupees, 
there was no evidence to prove they were received 
with a corrupt iotention. If they had been, his 
condust on the oceafion would have been vifibly 
corrupt. They would have had .an effe@ upon his 
condu&t in favour of the Rajah. But the contrary 
was the fact. He had not defifted from his firft in- 
tentions of taking his territories into his poffeflion ; 
nor had he applied the money received from him to 
his own purpofes. He had dilburfed it in the Com- 
pany’s fervices. The learned Lord went into fe- 
veral other ftatements of the charges relating to the 
Begums and the opium contracts. The firft, he 
faid, Mr Haftings was authorifed to proceed in as 
he had done, in confequence of their being in actual 
rebellion. And with refpeé to the contracts, he, 
had granted them,it was true,to Mr Belli and others, 
but the confequence had been, that the intereft and 
revenues of the country had been greatly promoted 
by their being granted in the manner and to the per- 
fons they had been. 

His Lordthip faid, he thought, that whatever ap- 
peared culpable in the conduct of Mr Hattings 
might be refolved into order or neceflity ; and cer- 
tainly it was proper for the Houfe to take into their 
confideration the important fervices he had done his 
country. Inthe cafe of Lord Clive, the fubjec 
was confidered in this point of view, and the im- 
peachment thrown out. ‘There was an in{tance like- 
wife in the conduct-of Epaminondas, that would ju- 

tify the idea of ferting off his merits again{t his 
fuppofed crimes. When that noble Greek was ac-

Mr Heavitt rofé to fpeak a few words-spon a fub- 
jet of great importante, It was neceflary, he faid, 
to bring in a bill for rise purpofe of vindicating the

Sir L. O’Brien was of opinion, that confiftent 
with Parliamentary plage, a bill of this kind could 
not be received, unlefs @ committee had been pre- 
‘vioully- appointed, to take the matter into confidera- 
tion.

” The Attocpey General faid, that he would inform 


the Hon. Baronet how the matter ftood, certain of 
convincing him and the Houfe of the urgent necef- 
fity there was for a bill of this nature, as well to 
vindicate the laws from fo flagrant a violation; as to 
convince thofe gentlemen that were the authors of 
it, that though they had elcaped to a foreign jurif- 
dition, not within the reach of the ordinary $s 
of law, yet impunity fhould not attend their aftions. 
This young nobleman (Lord Gormanftown) had 
been clandeftinely carried away in the month of De- 
cember laft. He was harried through England with 
the greatelt precipitation, attended by a Popith prieft 
and a military officer in the Aultrian fervice. Pins’ 
thence he was conveyed to France, arid there for 
fome time buried ina convent. From thence he was 
conveyed to the principality of Liege, where he is 
now clofely kept, under the care of an old grand: 
mother and an uncle. This uncl¢, it thould be re- 
marked as @ matter of great confequence, was next 
heir in remainder to the family eftate, which is very 
confiderable, being eftimated at five or fix thoufand 
a-year. It was for the purpofe of being educated in 
the principles of the Popith religion that the minor 
had been thus illegally forced over feas toa foreign 
country. Every neceflary meafure had been taken 
to recover him that the law warranted. An order 
from the Court of Chancery had formally iffued, un- 
der the broad-feal of Ireland, demanding of the 
uncly forthwith to reftore the minor Lord.

between this feffion and the next, become a matter 
of notoriety, and thofe perfons who bad dared thus 
grofsly to infulr the laws, would have no exeufe

Sir L. O’Brien replied, that he-had no objection 
wKatever to the bill. “He fincerely wifhed that fuch 
a heinous fpecies of delinqueney fhould meet with 
an adequate punifhment; and ‘it was neceflary to 
vindicate the fe from their late violation.
